I would like an answer as to the tax 


exemption of personal automobiles beyond 
five years from school taxes. If the car Is 
serviceable and registered for use each 
year, then why is it not taxed for personal 
use by the school, city and junior college? 
All new model cars are always taxed and 
the service obtained from both would be 
the same. Please explain to me why the 
law reads that this is legal. 


Corsicana Independent School District 


Tax Assessor-Collector George Caperton 
says that while there is no law that 
provides for the dropping of automobiles 
from tax rolls after a certain period of 
time, it is a common practice to do so. 


He said that the city of Austin is the only 


taxing body he knows of that keeps autos 
on the tax rolls as long as they have any 
value. 


Explaining the local practice is to drop 


cars after five years, Caperton says that 
the matter becomes one of reaching a 
point of diminishing returns on working on 
and billing the old cars. 


"It might get to the point where it costs 


more (to prepare the tax statement) than 
the tax itself." 


Are there any churches, clubs or what 


have you that gather toys for the kids at 
the two local orphanages for Christmas?

The Salvation Army, which operates a 


toys-for-tots type program, said they 
would like to be able to take you up on your 
offer, but that donations this year have 
been so slow that there is no need for 
storage space. 


"We've received virtually nothing this 


year except what we've bought," Captain 
Lon Kinley said. The Salvation Army 
collects both new and used toys and then 
distributes them to underprivileged kids 
on Christmas Day.

Is there a law that protects dogs from 


cruelty? We have been feeding a dog that 
stays in the backyard of an empty house 
next door to us so that it won't starve. The 
man who owns the house must own the dog 
also because I've seen him feed it, but he 
doesn't feed it very often. 


Chapter 13, paragraph F. of the City 


Code provides a maximum fine of $200 for 
cruelty to animals. That reads: "Whoever 
overdrives, willfully overloads, drives 
when overloaded, overworks, tortures, 
torments, 
deprives 
of 
necessary 


sustenance, unnecessarily or cruelly 
beats, or needlessly mutilates or kills any 
animal...or causes or procures the same to 
be done, or who in charge or custody of any 
animal unnecessarily fails to provide it 
with proper food, drink or cruelly aban- 
dons it, shall be fined not exceeding $200." 


Wayne Jones, of the city's Animal 


Control office, said you can contact that 
office at 872-4811 to report suspected 
cruelty and they will investigate the 
complaint. 


I rented a house from a man for $30 a 


month, water free. A woman bought the 
house, Increased the rent by $15 a month 
and made me put in my own water line. Is 
there a law that governs how much my 
rent can be raised? Does she have to make 
some improvements to justify a rent in- 
crease? 


Normally, unless you have a signed 


lease designating how much rent will be 
charged for how long a time, property 
owners may raise rent as they wish. 


There are federal restrictions against 


raising rent in order to discriminate 
against minority renters, and government 
investigators from the Department of 
Health, 
Education, 
and 
Welfare 


sometimes make spot checks to insure that 
those restrictions are observed. 


The law you may be thinking of was the 


general freeze on all wages and prices 
imposed by presidential order in 1971, 
which did prevent increases in rent. That 
freeze, of course, is no longer in effect.

U.S., 
Cuba 


still far apart 


WASHINGTON (AP) - It has been 


nearly 15 years since the United 
States broke all relations with Cuba. 
The anniversary, less than two weeks 
away, apparently won't be marked by 
a restoration of official contact with 
the island nation. 


In past months the two countries 


seemed to be moving closer to 
restoring normal ties. But the use of 
Cuban soldiers in the African nation of 
Angola led President Ford to sharply 
denounce Cuban policy at an im- 
promptu weekend news conference. 


"The 
action by the Cuban govern- 


ment in sending combat forces to 
Angola destroys any opportunity for 
improvement in relations with the 
United States," Ford said.

to receive $500 raise 
\cooperation not unusual

Navarro 
College 
faculty 


members should have a happier 
Christmas now, after college 
trustees last night voted the 
professional staff an across-the 
board 
$500 
a 
year 
raise 


beginning Jan. 
1, and 
an 


automatic five per cent cost of 
living increase each following 
year. 


That raise will bring the 


average NC professional salary 
to $12,617, with a beginning 
faculty 
member 
holding a 


bachelor's degree and no ex- 
perience earning $10,000 for 
nine months' work. 


The board passed both the 


raises and a salary schedule for 
1975-76 
unanimously. 
That 


schedule reflects the increases 
in base salaries, but also adds 
other salary benefits. 


THE SCHEDULE, which be-i 


comes .effective, in September,, 
1976, 
doubles the peV-faculty 


member travel allotment to 
$200 a year. These funds are 
paid 
by 
the 
college . for 


"professional 
development 


travel," NC president Kenneth 
Walker told the board. The 
College pays out about $3,500 a 
year for such travel presently 
and anticipates the increase to 
boost that amount to between 
$6,000 and $7,000 annually. 


A second addition to the 


salary schedule is a provision 
for the president of the college 
to authorize incentive pay for 
professional employes 
"who 


exhibit exceptional effort, ef- 
fectiveness, 
efficiency 
and 


quality in the performance of 
their duties." 


Dr. Walker said he would 


receive recommendations for 
such merit compensation from 
the deans of various depart- 
ments, probably at the end of 
each semester. He would then 
evaluate 
those 
recom- 


mendations before deciding on 
such payments. The amount of 
such compensation is left to the 
president's discretion.

for travel and departmental 
directors will receive $500 a 
year. 


Part-time teaching qualifies 


faculty for 
$600 per 
three 


semester hour credit course per 
semester, and faculty is eligible 
for incentive pay as described. 


THE BOARD RESERVED 


the right to alter the schedule as 
they see fit, which includes 
holding it "inoperative for a 
period of years, or abolished at 
the discretion of the Board of 
Trustees." 


When asked, Dr. Walker said 


a drop in the cost of living would 
not alter the cost of living 
provision because 
Navarro's 


level is behind to begin with. 


"We're so far behind the cost 


of living right now," he said, 
"that even if it declined we'd 
still probably not equal it." 


Walker told the board that he 


was asking for the increases to 
keep Navarro in the running in 
attracting new faculty. 


"This is an attempt to keep us 


competitive with other colleges 
in recruiting faculty," he said of 
the new schedule. 


The average salary of a 


publicly-supported community 
college in Texas, according to 
his figures, is $13,546 a year, 
some $949 a year higher than 
salaries at Navarro.

faculty salaries in 1974 were 
higher.

Among those colleges, Dr. 


Walker said, Navarro in 1974 
ranked 
13th 
out 
of 21 in 


enrollment and fourth out of 21 
in salaries. There are no figures 
available for 1975, he said and 
colleges across the state are 
reporting 
significant 
salary 


increases. 
The 
state-wide 


average he noted, jumped from 
$11,144 in 1974 to $13,546 in 1975. 


In a letter to be sent to all 


faculty members, Dr. Walker 
notes that the raises were 
possible "because the college 
has received a number of grants 
which pay for things ordinarily 
funded with local tax money, 
and because the faculty and 
administration have worked 
extra hard to serve the in- 
creases in enrollment without 
adding new faculty." 


"In essence," he said, "we 


are increasing the efficiency of 
our operation by reducing our 
teacher-to-pupil ratio. As long 
as we can do this, we can afford 
to increase salaries." 


That ratio, he said, has in the 


past been far too low, with some 
faculty finding themselves with 
only 25 students for an entire 
semester.

A survey taken among city 


and county officials in the 
Golden Circle shows that 
cooperation between cities and 
counties on items such as road 
grading and fire protection is a 
reasonably common practice. 


Last week Corsicana City 


Manager Dick Ballenger asked 
Navarro 
County Com- 


missioners for financial help on 
construction of a road and the 
purchase of a rural fire truck. 


The road in question runs 


from Park Row and 37th to 
Highway 31 behind Tiger Field. 
Ballenger said he is asking the 
county to go with the city on a 
50-50 basis to widen the road by 
10 feet for a three mile stretch. 
The road is used a good deal by 
both city and county residents, 
Ballenger said. 


AS FOR THE FIRE truck, 


Fire Chief Duane Womack said 
it would be used mostly for 
rural grass fires. The truck, 
being offered to the city for 
around $4,900 by the Texas 
Forestry Service, will have a 
750 gallon tank and will greatly 
increase the fire departments 
efficiency in fighting rural fires, 
Womack said. "Normally a city 
of over 10,000 isn't considered 
by the Forestry Service to get 
one of these trucks. But they 
decided to make it available to 
us because we make a number 
of runs into the county," 
Womack said. 


Henderson County Judge 


Winston Reagan said his county 
does provide one fire truck for 
use in the county there. The 


Commissioners court no billed 
on question of illegal meeting 


truck is located in Athens but 
makes runs into the county, he 
said. "We own the truck and 
pay a fee to the driver for each 
run that he makes to the 
county," Reagan said. 


AS FAR AS ROAD help goes, 


Reagan said it has been a 
common practice to at least 
provide equipment for use in the 
smaller cities. And the county is 
currently planning to help pay 
the expense of relocating 
several utility pipes and lines in 
connection with an expansion 
project of Highway 175 through 
the City of Athens, he said. 


Limestone County Judge 


Calvin Hardison said while his 
county has not yet helped to pay 
for any fire fighting equipment 
within the county, there has 
been some discussion recently 
of helping the Mexia Fire 
Department pay for a rural fire 
truck. "We haven't had any 
meetings or anything on it, but 
it has been discussed," he said. 


Hardison said the county has 


also split expenses with the City 
of Mexia on resurfacing at least 
one road. That road ran along 
the border of Mexia, however, 
and was half in the city and half 
in the county, Hardison said. 


In Ellis County, both Ennis 


City Manager Gerald Yar- 
brough and Kenneth Springer, 
administrative assistant to 
Waxahachie City Manager Ed 
Seegmiller, said it has not been 
a common practice for the 
county to help their cities with 
road work, but each said such 
help had been received at least 
once, on border roads such as 
the one in Mexia. 


W I T H I N 
N A V A R R O 


COUNTY itself, city officials in 
Dawson, Rice and Kerens each 


said the county has done at least 
some road work within city 
limits. 


Dawson 
Mayor Norman 


Summers said the county 
regularly grades roads in 
Dawson. "They usually provide 
the equipment and personnel 
and we provide the materials," 
Summers said. 


The situation is apparently 


the same in Rice, where Mayor 
Ron Cavender said a county 
road runs through the middle of 
town. "The county maintains 
that road through town and they 
usually grade some of the 
smaller roads intersecting it," 
Cavender said. Cavender also 
said that two years ago, the 
county helped pay for gravel to 
go on one road within the Rice 
City Limits. 


KERENS CITY Secretary 


Kenneth Ray said while the 
county has not made a practice 
of maintaining any roads in 
Kerens, on one occasion the 
county did continue its work on 
a county road which ran 
through Kerens. "We were 
already doing some work on 
that road in town, but they 
continued their work on into 
town to meet us," Ray said. 


In each county it was ap- 


parent that some city-county 
cooperation was used for fire 
protection. 
In 
Henderson 


County, Reagan said the county 
provided each fire department 
in the county with $1,000 in 
revenue sharing funds. In 
Limestone County, Hardison 
said the county pays each fire 
department $50 for calls made 
outside the city limits. 


Navarro County also pays all 


fire departments within the 
county a fee of $25 for runs 
outside their own city limits.

TRINIDAD — The Trinidad 


Independent 
School District 


faces a loss of all federal funds 
after being notified this week 
that it is in violation of Title VI 
Compliance Policies in the area 
of professional staff. 


The notification was received 


in the form of a letter from John 
A. Bell, chief of the Elementary 
and 
Secondary 
Education 


Branch of Region VI of the 
Office for Civil Rights. The 
violation stems from a com- 
plaint filed last May with the 
Department 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare alleging 
discriminatory recruitment and 
hiring in the school system, as 
well as discriminatory student 
disciplinary sanctions. 


Trinidad Supt. Bob Elsom 


said the letter indicated that 
HEW could find no evidence of 
any discriminatory disciplinary 
sanctions on any students, but 
"erosion of minority staff as a 
result of a lack of affirmative 
recruitment and hiring" was 
indicated. 


THE 
HEW 
investigation 


showed that in the 1965-66 school 
year, prior to the initial phase of 
the desegregation process, the 
Trinidad 
schools 
employed 


three 
minority professional 


staff members, or 18 per cent, 
and 
14 
non-minority 
staff 


members, or 82 per cent. 


However, during the 1974-75 


school year, the district em- 
ployed 
no 
minority 
staff 


members and the number of 
non-minority staff 
members 


had increased to 17. 


Elsom said he and school 


board members were aware of 
the complaint when it was filed 
last May. "We made every 
attempt to hire some minority 
staff members this summer, 
but were unsuccessful," 
he 


said. 


Elsom said only one black 


teacher applied for a position 
within the school system, "and 
that was about two weeks 
before school started, when all 
our positions were filled," he 
said. "I also made several 
attempts to run down some 
leads T received 
on black 


teachers during the summer, 
but I couldn't even get one of 
them to come for an interview," 
he said. 


ELSOM SAID HE assumed 


the teachers were not interested 
in Trinidad because of its size. 


Bell's letter 
requests the 


district to submit to the HEW 
office an affirmative action 
plan for the hiring of minority 
staff 
members. 
Failure to 


comply with the request will 
result in institution of en- 
forcement proceedings by HEW 
seeking the termination of all 
Federal financial assistance for 
the district. 


Elsom said Trinidad annually 


receives some $64,000 in federal 
education assistance funds, in 
the form of $8,000 In the Title 
programs, 
$11,000 
for 
the 


cafeteria and roughly $35,000 in 
the Vocational programs. 


The 
Trinidad 
Board 
of 


Education is now working on a 
plan for compliance but will not 
be able to meet the Dec. 22 
deadline requested by HEW, 


Elsom said. "1 have spoke to 
Mr. Bell by phone and asked 
that the deadline be extended 
until the end of 
Elsom said. 


January," 


ADDITIONALLY, Elsom said 


he has requested an audience 
before Bell some time during 
January to discuss the problem. 
There are no current vacancies 
in the school system, which still 
employes 17 professional staff 
members. 


The Trinidad Schools have 


around a 15 per cent black 
enrollment, and according to 
HEW standards should have 
three black teachers. 


"We will make every effort to 


comply with the HEW request 
because we know our black kids 
need someone to identify with," 
Elsom said. "But we've never 
been discriminatory 
in our 


hiring. When we couldn't find a 
minority teacher we hired the 
most qualified teacher we could 
find to fill our positions," he 
said.

— United Airlines mechanics 
have returned to work, and the 
nation's largest domestic air 
carrier said it is resuming 
flights today and will be in full 
operation by Christmas Eve. 


The mechanics ratified a 


three-year contract Sunday. 
Their 
two-week strike 
had 


forced United to cancel all its 
flights through Jan. 5, adding 
to a bleak picture for holiday 
travelers already faced with a 
strike now in its third month 
against National Airlines. 


United announced it would re- 


sume 36 per cent of its flights 
today, 80 per cent by Tuesday 
and full service by Christmas 


Eve. 


"We are anxious to start op- 


erations Monday now that the 
IAM membership has approved 
the contract," Richard J. Fer- 
ris, president of United Air- 
lines, said in Chicago. "All of 
our 747 and DCS aircraft will be 
operating Tuesday, as well as 
all schedules from the main- 
land to and from Hawaii." 


Glenn Putman, a United 


spokesman here, said persons 
who had reservations with 
United up to and including Dec. 
25 must rebook. He advised 
those with reservations starting 
Dec. 26 to confirm their flights.

90,000 persons on 1,400 flights 
daily and up to 130,000 daily 
during the holiday season. 


The union was expected to re- 


lease the final vote count today. 
IAM Local 141 in Burlingame 
— the nation's largest with 
about 7,500 of the union's 17,000 
members — was responsible 
for compiling the results from 
26 polling sites across the coun- 
try. 


Monty Chavez, secretary of 


Local 141, said the vote was 70 
per cent in favor of the new 
contract.

Catholic Church and the James 
L. Collins Catholic School,

missioners yesterday passed a 
zoning request allowing the 
construction of a dental clinic 
near the church's Highway 22 
location. 


Commissioners 
declined, 


however, to grant the requested 
switch from Residential-2 to 
Commercial, choosing instead 
to grant only a General Retail 
classification to the 6.3-acre 
tract. 


The Catholics had objected to 


such a change because they said 
there was no guarantee that the 
land wouldn't be sold before the 
clinic was built, opening the 
door 
to 
"undesirable" 


businesses in the vicinity of the 
church. 


"The concept of a church is 


that it fits ideally into a 
residential 
section," 


spokesman Dr. James Speier 
told 
commissioners. 
"The 


prospect of a commercial zone 
scares us because all types of 
businesses would then be able to 
go in next to the church. 


ATTORNEY JACK SMITH, 


representing 
Dr. 
Jack 


Hollingsworth 
and 
W. 
B. 


Hollingsworth, who own the 
property in question, told the 
commission that it had already 
"set the climate" by approving 
commercial zoning on Highway 
22 outside the city limits but 
inside 
the 
city's 
extra- 


territorial jurisdiction. 


Smith said his clients were 


asking for the 
Commercial 


zoning, rather than simply an 
Office District zoning, to allow 
the operation of a pharmacy 
and to eliminate the need to 
keep returning to the com- 
mission in the future seeking 
special use permits and ad- 
ditional zoning changes. 


"We realize that the church is 


opposed to this change," he 
said, "but the street is already 
going that way." 


Smith noted that Memorial 


Hospital, Medical Arts Clinic 
and Reid's Pharmacy are all 
near the church, and that the 
Navarro 
County 
Electrical 


Co-op and KCIR radio are 
within 500 yards of the property 
in question. 


Although they were seeking a 


commercial zoning status, he

BUT THE CHURCH opposed 


that change, too, because' of 
what it allowed. 


"Ideally, we would like to see 


no change at all," Dr. Speier 
said, "but we recognize the 
rights of these property owners. 
The most reasonable 
com- 


promise, we feel, would be an 
Office District 
classification 


with a Special Use permit to 
allow the pharmacy. General 
Retail is unsatisfactory from 
our point of view because it 
could allow businesses such as a 
gas station, a trailer park, or a 
drive-in restaurant to move in." 


Dr. Speier noted that Hwy. 22 


was the only highway into town 
"where you don't pass gar- 
bage" on the way in. 


The Rev. John Fowler, priest 


at 
Immaculate 
Conception, 


expressed 
concern abt/ut a 


possible change in ownership of 
the property. 


"If the property is re-zoned," 


he 
asked 
commissioners, 


"could they sell it before they 
build the proposed clinic?" 


He was told that the owners 


could, indeed, sell if they chose 
to do so and that the zoning 
would be unaffected by such a 
sale. 


In rebuttal, Smith again told 


commissioners 
that present 


plans called for the construction 
of the clinic. And he also noted 
that many churches in the city 
operate while surrounded by 
businesses.

NC to eliminate classes 
with small enrollment 


Classes at Navarro College 


which have less than 15 students 
enrolled will likely be canceled 
in the future, after trustees last 
night passed a resolution setting 
guidelines for all curricula at 
the school. 


The resolution, in part, says 


that 
"any 
educational 


curriculum with a full-time 
instructor, 
which 
has 
an 


enrollment of less than 15 un- 
duplicated headcount students 
should be eliminated from the 
educational program." 


The resolution further states 


that "Any single course offered 
should 
have 
a • minimum 


enrollment of 15 students," and 
that "Courses or curricula with 
less than 15 students enrolled 
should be cancelled unless there 
are extenuating circumstances 


Morale high in local 


which the president of the 
college deems justifiable in, the 
interest of the college to make 
an exception to this rule." 


Dr. Walker told the board the 


resolution was offered so that 
courses could be evaluated on a 
cost 
effectiveness 
basis, 


eliminating courses that do not 
pay for themselves. 


But, at the same time, the 


college would withhold the right 
to continue a course if cir- 
cumstances dictated. 


As an example, Dr. Walker 


said that if two business courses 
had a combined average of 
more than 15 students, but one 
of the courses had only 12 
students enrolled, that course 
could be continued under this 
provision. 
The 
resolution 


passed unanimously. 


Trustees accepted an annual 


audit that shows the college 
with $371,835 in unexpended 
cash and investments as of 
August 31,1975. 


Trustees also purchased, at a 


cost of $5,000, a house and a 
tract of land that they said 
completes land purchases on 
the north side of the campus. 


Purchased from Mrs. E.V. 


Roberts of Fort Worth, the land 
was the only land bounded by 
Home Ave. from 42nd to 45th 
streets not already owned by 
the college.
